AWAKENING CHINA. 
A Nation Finding | Itself 


(Special Alr Mail ‘Service)

The Report of Dr. Rajchmann, 
‘Technical Agent of the Council | 
of the League of Nations, on his

known the disiliusionments atten- 
dant. on changes of political pro- | 
grammes and. political regimes.

experience of calamity and. war ut 


home and of the ineffectiveness of 
measures of international col- 


laboration on major issues, have 
now attached themselves resolute 
ly to positive development work. 
and some of them to the task of 
planning how best to build up 
thelr own country In all the pre- 
sent. circumstances. ’ : 
Thelr background of. solid | 
technical knowledge was acquired 
partly in China, partly abroad. 
Naving given a good deal of 
thought to the study of the work- 
ing, of the economic machinety oft 
leading countries in the world, 
raany of them haye gained a re- 
markable—and perhaps generally 
unsuspected—insight into Western 
prattice in flelds of public endes- 
vour~-financial, economic, indus- 
trial, and agricultural—and often 


lying public policy in ’ foreign 
lands: Int ‘short, China can count 
tonday on’men with the requisite 
expert knowledge and clear un- 
derstanding of their own technical 
needs and of the type of reform 
or improvement ,, required. . .

Law Is really synonymous with | 
civilised life, and the absence of 
law is synonymoug with ‘savagery. 
Once «this “idea ts kept 
in mind it ls obvious how much 
law must depend on medicine, 
Now I need not remind you, who 
‘are masters in’ ydur own’ profes- 
sion,.of the (wonderful strides 
made by the science of medicine, 
‘And tf the Law 1s’ to bevalso a 
progressive’ sclence, which it 
claims to,.be, and {f the -Courts 
are to mould and apply the laws 
fn’ accordance with’ ever-changing 
conditions of scientific thought 
and outlook, it must ‘receive con- 
tinuous assistance ftom your Bto- 
fession, Medicine ts ever working 
steadily in the’ direction of health 
or rather the prevention of ill- 
health, and the law in the direc- 
tion of justice. .But in order that 
the essential partnership’ between 
Medicine and Law,should produce 
the fruitiul beneficial results to 
the public it is absolutely neces- 
sary that they should, understand 
each other's ‘methods of technique. 
Botti professions require the best 
available evidence in order that 
“the truth ascertainable under any 
given .stage, in human knowledge 
may be realised. ' 

During the’ course’ of his lecture, 
‘Mr. Lo touched on’ the responsi-
